VER since the Italian General 
Douhct published his book, “The 
ouhet Theory," soon after the Great 
‘ar, Continental experts ‘have ‘be- 
Moved that n great war might ‘be 
ttled quickly by ‘one Power come 
tetely disorganising the life of Its 
dversary by frequent, largeescalc 
lombing attacks from the alr, 


Now, however, more and more exe 
erts, Including those of the Totall- 
hrinn States, are beylnning, to doubt 
ether the muss bombing of the 
vil population, factories, ports; and 
hilways, could yield such a quick 
nd decialve result, 


Britain used to be pointed out as 
¢@ country most vulacruble to such 
n attack. Berlin, and most of Ger- 
nany’s industrial areas, Hie a tong 
istnunee from our alr buses, whereas 
ondon and other big: British ports 
re within cusy range ‘of German 
ombers. 

Moreover, Britain depends largely 
n the foodstuffs and raw materials 
om overseas, so that in war-time, 
specially with a convoy rystem belng 
perated to combat submarine attack, 
ur ports would often be congested, 
ind so would prove particularly good 
argels for enemy planes, 


Lessons from Spain 


That bas been the argument, but 
Bhose who enthusiastically supported 
t in the post are worderlng more 
nd more whether it would all work 
ul that way, Why? Well, there are 
Wvo main reasons: the growing, power 
f the defence against ralders, es- 
pecially in Britain, and the experteace 
hf the Spunish War, 


It is true that In Spain there were 
o ‘Jarge-scale alr. operations; but

The juice of the leaves works up 
into a lather when used with 
water and Is extracted for usc 
as a substitute for soap. If the 
flower stalk is removed, a sap 
collects which makes “aguamiel,” 
a sweet drink; but, unfortunate. 

The 
stem which bears the flowers 
has a firm white pith inside. 
This pith is dried and cut in 
slices, after which it may servo 
as oo natural razor-strop, in- 
sulating material, ete—W. P.
